After New Orleans news- 
| papers broke the story of his 
investigation on Friday, Gar- 
rison said "irresponsible re- 
lease of so many details'* 
would delay the arrests he 
said would be forthcoming. 

The release of details and 
names, he said, "has now ere- ; 
ated a problem for us in find- * 
ing witnesses and getting co- J 
operation from other wit- \ 
nesses and in at least one 
case has endangered the life 
of a witness — a possible wit- I 
ness — so that whatever time- r 
table we might have had be- <■ 
fore is somewhat extended I 
now.'* r
